Celebration Draws Many to

Three thousand vacationers who 
have speeded over the new San 
Antonio canyon road since its for- 
mal opening Saturday morning, 
today realize what has been ac- 
complished in rebuilding through 
the ruins of the March flood.

The dinner followed the 
informal program and the arrival 
of a caravan of motorists at the 
resort from Upland. 

GO UP EARLY 


The celebration marking the 
opening of the temporary road in- 
to the canyon began on Saturday 
morning. From then until late on 
Sunday night motorists traveled 
easily over the new route. A car- 
avan of motorists, including cabin } 
owners, prominent officials and 
others, left Euclid avenue and 
Foothill boulevard for Bear Can- 
yon lodge on scheduled time. At 
entrance to the new $35,000 Los 
Angeles county-built canyon road, |

ped the ribbon to formally mark 
the opening of the road.

July Figures Show Big Gain 
In Business at Upland 
Post Office 








Volume of stamp sales at the 
Upland post office was 13 per cent 
higher during last month than 
during July, 1937, according to 
Postmaster Orton P. Brady. 

With no special reason noted 
for the very noticeable increase, 
Mr. Brady said that apparently 
more people are buying more 
stamps. 

“The few cents received in 
stamp sales day after day totals 
up to quite a high figure,” Mr. | 
Brady explained. “The town is | 
apparently growing and that is 
the main reason for the increase 
in stamp sales.” 

Month after month the postal 
business here gains and Upland its 
among the leaders from the stand- 
point of percentage of increase, it 
is reported. 

Income in stamp sales during 
last month was $1,940.85, ag com- 
pared with $1,693.95 for July last 
year. 

These figures are only for sale 
of stamps. Other departments in 
the post office are showing steady 
increases, according to the official.

Voters in the county will be giv- 
en an opportunity to increase the 
salary of the chairman of the 
county board of supervisors, & 
position now held by C. E. Grier. 

As the result of the filing of a 
petition, signed by 418 property 
owners in the county, the super- 
visors yesterday accepted the sug- 
gestion that an amendment to the 
county charter be submitted to the 
voters. The amendment will be 
submitted at the November elec- 
tion. 

The county charter, adopted in 
1913, gets the salary of the super- 
visors’ chairman at $200 a month. 
The board chairman is delegated to 
act as the county’s executilve of- 
ficer, places the responsibility for 
acts of all county officers upon him 
and provides that he must devote 
his entire time to the office. He 
also must act as the county pur- 
chasing agent.

Too much stress cannot be placed on the benefits received 
by the young people at the summer camps throughout the coun- 
try. In this district—as in numerous other localities— many 
youtns are now away at some camp and receiving benefits in 
various ways—physical, mental and _ spiritual. 

The San Bernardino Sun comments as follows on these camp 
activities: 

“Persons interested in the welfare of American youth 
should be the first to applaud widespread development of 
summer camps for boys and girls. At the present time, 
thousands of voungsters in all parts of the country are 
leaving for their annual periods of wholesome recreation 
under skilled supervision at lake, mountain and shore. Re- 
ports are that the summer camps are enjoying a season of 
unprecedented popularity. 

“Organized play has long been recognized as a matter 
of major importance in the training of future citizens. And 
at no time of the year is it of greater value than during 
the summer when release from school routine brings so 
many hours that might otherwise be spent in unproduc- 
tive idleness. 

“In addition to providing facilities for swimming, 
boating, hiking and all such wholesome physical activities, 
the summer camp usually includes in its program many in- 
teresting diversions of intellectual and cultural signifi- 
cance. The net result is that the average boy or girl re- 
turns home with a degree of bodily and mental invigora- 
tion that pays sizeable dividends in terms of enthusiasm 
for and interest in the duties and responsibilities that lie 
ahead. ° 

““Camping days are good days for those in a position to 
enjoy them. An annual period of life in the open always 
entails rich rewards. 

In Upland and throughout the Chaffey district there is much 
appreciation of the work that is being accomplished at the an- 
nual summer camps. The Boys and Girls Work Organization 
here is in the capable hands of a number of volunteer work- 
ers, with Miss Helen Gillard as the director of girls’ activities 
and several scoutmasters in charge of the boys’ work. At these 
summer camps parents who are able to pay their children’s 
way do so, while various organizations pay expenses of a num- 
ber of other boys and girls who are regarded worthy and whose 
parents are not able to provide the finances necessary. These 
summer camp activities are considered a splendid investment 
in the future of America—as also is the young people’s work 
carried on throughout the year.
